CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP.

PROTRACTED GAME LEAVES 


ISSUE STILL OPEN. 


The Chess Championship of Ireland for the 
year 1924 sets up a record for the duration 
of the contest and the evenness of merit 
displayed. 

Last evening, after the fifth game had 
proved ineffectual for the purpose of a de- 
cision, the sixth game was entered upon. Mr. 
Cranston, having the opening move, played 
the Ruy Lopez, in which Mr. Baker adopted 
the Berlin variety of defence. 

The game was of the most cautious and 
uneventful description, and after 25 minutes’ 
play ten moves had not been completed. 
White castled at the 5th and Black at the 
6th move. Coming to the conclusion of the 
first hour recorded against him, White had to 
make three moves with extreme rapidity to 
avoid exceeding the time limit for moves. 
The game after this proceeded steadily, with 
an occasional exchange of equivalent pieces. 
Once more Mr. Cranston submitted to the 
loss of a pawn, which did net seem inevit- 
able, bet the material position was unaltered. 

At move 38 Black played queen-takes-queen 
and White retook with aipawn. There was 
no prospect of open or forcing play on either 
side. At the 48th move the game had occu- 
pied four hours and three-quarters, of which 
each player, singularly enough, had taken 
half. White had 5 pawns and a knight to 
Black’s 6 pawns and a knight, but otherwise 
no advantage was perceptible. Play will be 
resumed to-morrow. 

The importance of the issue held a large 
number of players to the close as absorbed 
spectators. 


WILL OF THE LATE LORD 
FREDERICK FITZGERALD. 


The late ‘Lord Frederick FitzGerald, of

DISSOLVED BY MINISTER 
OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


ALLEGATIONS OF HOME 
ASSISTANCE ABUSES. 


—-—- oe —--— 


The Longford County Board of Health has 
been dissolved by order of the Minister for 
Local Government, Mr. James Burke, owing 
to its refusal to follow the instructions of the 
Ministry in regard to the administration of 
home assistance. . 
Specific instances of abuses arising from, as 
alleged, the laxity of the contro] exercised 
by the Board are cited by the Minister in his 
letter to the Secretary of the Board. In one 
instance the Board is charged with having 
issued paying orders in respect of a decease 
ire in other instances tenants of Urban 
istrict Council dwellings, moderately com- 
fortable as to means, are said to have been 


| given cash assistance weekly. 


By the terms of the Minister’s order dis- 
solving the Board, which is effective as from 
May 30, the powers and duties of the Board 
are transferred to Mr. P. O’Siochfhradha, who 
is at present discharging the duties of the 
Leitrim County Council. 

SUPERVISION OF HOME ASSISTANCE 
The Minister’s letter notifying the Secretary 
of the Health Board of the Board’s dissolu- 
tion is dated May 50, and is as follows :— 
“The Minister for Loca) Government has 
had under consideration the attitude of the 
ie ag County Board of Health in ard 
to the provisions of his Orders of the 24th 
July and 14th March last, relating to the 
administration of home assistance. The 
Minister observes that, though the Board have 
been repeatedly addressed from this depart- 
ment and urged to appoint assistance officers 
in pursuance of those Orders they have refused 
to take any steps in the matter. 

“The purpose of the Orders has been very 
clearly explained in circular letters issued 
from the Ministry. The question of the 
supervision of home assistance has been the 
subject of much consideration in this depart- 
ment, and the scheme indicated in the orders 
for the appointment of one superintendent 
and a number of assistance officers for each 
county affords, in the opinion of the Minister, 
the only effective means of controlling expen- 
diture on home assistance. 

““A study of the expenditure on home as- 
sistance in County Longford convinces the 
Minister of the urgent necessity for giving 
effect to the provisions of his Orders. It ap- 
pears that while in the year 1919-1920 the 
amount spent on home assistance was approxi- 
mately £2,522 5s. 6&d., in 1923-1924 the 
amount was £5,568 8s. In fact, an increase 
of about 100 per cent. occurred in the year 
1922-1923. Assistance is distributed by means 
of paying orders in contravention of the regu- 
lations. Paying orders are issued to the re- 
cipients by the secretary at the beginning of 
each month, the amount of each order being 
the allowance for the whole month, and there 
are no officers to inform the Board whether 
the circumstances of individual cases have 
altered to justify an alteration of the amount 


allowed. 
LAXITY OF CONTROL. 


“Specific instances of the abuses arising 
from the laxity of control in the county have 
been ascertained by the Minister as follows :— 
“1. A recipient had been dead for a con- 

siderable time before the Board became 
aware of the fact, and during that time 
paying orders had been issued for the 
deceased person, and had been cashed. 
A tenant of an Urban District Council 
house who keeps a small shop, had a 
wife well able to work, only two chil- 
dren, and family apparently quite com- 
fortable, was allowed 20s. weekly home 
assistance. 

. The wife of a shoemaker was allowed 
10s. weekly. This young woman was 
well able to work. There were three 
children, aged 15 to 9 years. The 
husband is doing a considerable amount 
of work. The family occupy an Urban 
District Council house, and appear 
er comfortable. 

ressmaker, doing. & considerable 
amount of wore, was allowed lds. 
weekly. 

. A widow woman with three children, 
aged 17 to 12 years, whose eldest son 
was in the National Army, second 
worked in town, youngest went to 
school, while she herself worked in 
military barracks, was allowed 10s. 
weekly. 

‘It would also appear that members of the 
Board of Health and other persons, with the 
permission of the Board, grant provisional 
assistance, although they have been warned 
on several occasions by the Minister that 
they have no authority to do so, and that 
such expenditure will be surcharged. This 
illegal practice is responsible for a consider- 
able amount of expenditure. In the month of 
April the amount expended in County Long- 
ford on provisional assistance was £1 

13s., while in County Westmeath, which is 
a much larger county, the amount averages 
£25 monthly. : 


INCREASING EXPENDITURE, 
“The condition of affairs in County Long- 
ford in regard to home assistance has given 
the Minister much concern for a considerable 
time past. The expenditure has been rapidly 
increasing, and, though the Minister, by his 
Orders, has provided adequate and effective 
machinery by which it could be brought 
under contact and within reasonable limits, 
the Board have consistently refused to put 
these Orders in force. The Minister, on the 
llth February last, informed the Board very 
definitely that he would be compelled to taxe 
measures to ensure compliance with his 
Orders, and subsequently, in explicit terms, 
informed them that his Orders were binding, 
but the Board have refused to depart from 
their recalcitrant attitude, and on the 12th 
ultimo they rejected a proposal to appoimt 
assistance officers by 14 votes to 3. 

“The County Board have in the matter 
displayed a consistent disregard for the in- 
terests of the ratepayers and their responsi- 
bilities as a local authority, and it is obvious 
that the Minister could not permit the con- 
tinuance of such «responsible administration 
and open disobedience to his Orders. in the 
circumstances, the only course open to the 
Minister is to exercise the powers given to 
him by Sub-Section 2 (b) of Section 12 of 
the Local Government (Temporary Provi- 
sions) Act, 1923, and he has accordingly made 
an Order dissolving the Longford County 
Board of Health, and transferring their pro- 
perty, powers, and duties to Padrai 
O Siochfhradha, who is the okay amet 
to discharge the duties of the Leitrim County 
Council. 

“The Order, copy of which is enclosed, 
takes effect forthwith.”

OCCUPATION OF 
LIBERTY HALL. 


ARRESTED MEN AGAIN 
IN POLICE COURT, 


——4€——-— 


The forty-five men arrested in Liners Hall, 
Dublin, on the morning of the 25th ult,, sur- 
rendered to their bails yesterday, when they 
came up on remand for the second time be- 
fore Mr, Cooper, K.C., charged with prevent- 
ing the lawful occupation of the premises of 
the Transport Union in Beresford place and 
with conspiracy. 

The gi marched to the Court, and were 
cheered as they entered by a small crowd of 
friends and sympathisers assembled outside 
the building. , 

For the most part, yesterday's RW mg 3 
comprised a aeries oí objections by Mr, Á. 
E. Wood, K.C., and legal arguments arising 
therefrom. 

William O’Brien, General Treasurer of the 
Union, was the first witness. Examined by 
Mr. O’Byrne, who (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, he traced events 
from, and subsequent to, the acquisition of 
Liberty Hall in September, 1914. He pro- 
duced the deeds of conveyance, and said the 
building was transferred to Thomas Foran, 
General President of the Union; James 
Larkin, General Secretary, and William 
Fairtlough, a trustee. Up to 1920 the pre- 
mises formed the headquarters of the Union ; 
since then they were merely branch premises. 
The purchase price was £5,500, and the money 
was paid from the funds of the Union. _ 

Mr. Wood objected to the rules of the 
Union being put in in evidence, for the reason 
that their Salidity was the subject of litiga- 
tion. He also objected to the admission of a 
copy of the certificate of incorporation, and 
said that the original document shoulda be 
produced. 

These objections were ruled out by the 
magistrate and noted on the depositions, 

Mr. O’Brien said that most of the earlier 
records of the Union were destroyed in 1916. 

Mr. Wood submitted that the ownership 
of the hall would be disputed in the Court 
of Appeal, and that the rules should not be 
taken in evidence. 

The Magistrate was of the opinion that the 
rules were valid until the Court of Appeal 
decided otherwise and he, therefore, ac- 
cepted them. 

r, O’Byrne remarked that there was 
domestic trouble in the Union which was the 
subject of legal proceedings in another 
Court, and with which they were not con- 
cerned. He resented the remark by Mr. 
Wood that the Government was taking sides 
in the matter... 

The Magistrate held that the Court was not 
concerned with litigation elsewhere, and to 
which the accused were not parties. 

Continuing his evidence, Mr, O’Brien said 
he was a member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Union, the other members being 
Patrick Stafford, Patrick Gaffney, Michael 
Duffy, Thomas Ryan, Michael Hill and Danie] 
Clancy. He and Mr. Foran, General Presi- 
dent, held office for a period of two years 
from February, 1922, and litigation had 
since prevented an election. Peter Ennis was 
caretaker of the hall, and had instructions to 
close it every night at eleven o'clock, He 
(witness) received a communication about 1.45 
a.m. on the morning of the 25th Mav, and 
in consequence of it endeavoured to ring up 
the caretaker. In this he failed, and then 
notified the police. 

Witness told Mr. Wood that he wae a 
}member of the Union since 1917, and the 
members of the Executive were appointed 
under the 1918 rules. 

P. J. O'Neill, Chief Clerk in the offices of 
the Registry of Friendly Societies, proved 
the registration of the rules, et-., and the 
Registrar’s signature. There were three 
different sets of rules—those for 1909, those 
for 1918 and those for 1923.

_. MISSIONARY NOTES, 

Africa is occupying the attention of the 
Church Missionary Society very largely at 
present. The Bishop of Sierra Leone. who 
took up work in the diocese last November, 
finds himself in the position of being the only 
European in Holy Orders in the diocese, and 
has not been able to secure the help of a 
chaplain for the colony. There are a number 
of African clergy, but the assistance of 
."ropeans is still needeu. There has been a 
response to the Bishop of Accra’s appeal for 

lp in his diocese by offers from eight 
ordained men. 

The mission in the territory of Tanganyika 
has suffered severely by the death of Arch- 
deacon Rees, who was in charge of the train- 
ing of ordinands, teachers and ley evangelists. 
Since the war the number of Christians has 
increased fivefold, and all the six stations and 
seventy-seven out-stations are the centre of 
promising work, 

It is fourteen years a 
missionary of the Church Missionary Society, 
died at Kalaki, in Uganda. Since then no 
missionary has been stationed there, but the 
Rev. W. 8S. Sygon has tried to superintend 
the work from a distant station, and recently 

aid a visit, accompanied by Archdeacon 
Mathers. They were met by a large crowd, 
who gave them a hearty welcome and crowded 
the church for Services on the Saturday and 
Sunday, thus showing that the work of the 
native teachers, who are thrown almost alto- 
gether on their own resources, is “ keeping 
the flag flying’’ among their own people. 

From another quarter of the Continent 
comes information which shows that the native 
Church in some districts is beginning to find 
itself. Dr, Lasbrey, Bishop on the Niger, 
states that last year £330 was sent to the 
Church Missionary Society headquarters for 
the general fund, £50 to the Bible Society, 
and smaller sums to the London Jews Society 
and to the Liquor Traffic Committee. It is 
encouraging to note these signs of a desire to 
help forward God’s work outside the border 
of the diocese. 

The Church Missionary Society’s summer 
school will be held in Newcastle, Co. Down, 
from June 13 to 20. Visitors to the school 
will be welcomed. Information may 
obtained from the Rev. F. E. Bland, 21 Moles- 
worth street Dublin. .

The advent of June in “England 
was accompanied by thunderstorms and 
extensive floods, and much damage 
was done..

There exists in the 
Royal Irish Academy a body which has 
done, and is doing, magnificent work for 
Irish scholarship and: archeology. Among 
its present tasks is the making of a monu- 
menta] dictionary, of ie old Irish tongue. 
It has all the enthusiasm, experience and 
knowledge that are needed for the pursuit 
of research on the grandest national scale, 
but it is handicapped sadly by lack of 
funds. From its: total income of less 
than £2,500 a year the Academy finances 
a score of learned enterprises, and the 
devotion of its scholars cannot redeem 
altogether the scantiness of ‘its resources. 
The Senate's committee suggests not only 
that the Royal Irish Academy shall 
receive further assistance from the State, 
but’ that it shall be endowed with 
“ authoritative financial control” of all 
funds that the Government may grant for 
all the objects which the report recom- 
mends. The committee makes no extrava- 
gant demands. It does not seek to dictate 
the amount of any immediate. grant for 
Irish learning, and suggests only that, 
when the. financial situation improves, an 
annual sum of at least £5,000 ought to 
be devoted to the purpose. We hope that 
the Senate will endorse this report and 
that the Government will accept it. Jn 
our own view, some of the present ex- 
penditure on the translation of Acts of 
Parliament and other public documents 
into current Irish might be applied far 
more profitably tu the tasks of scientific 
research. We venture to believe that Dr. 
Bergin and his colleagues are enriching 
Irish scholarship more truly than even 
the ingenious official who finds an Irish 
equivalent for “ taxing master.”

Anglo-Russian Relations. 


The Anglo-Russian Conference appeare 
to have arrived at a state of deadlock 
upon the question of recognition of pre- 
war debts. As this was the primary point 
to be decided before any other plans were 
proceeded with, the negotiations have been 
of a distinctly unsatisfactory character, 
and have not been successful in bringing 
the recognition of the Soviet any nearer. 
When the ro of recognition of the 
pre-war indebtedness is agreed upon, 
there will be many other obstacles to be 
encountered ; but, while the first barrier 
remains insurmountable, there can be no 
use in further negotiation. An early 
break-up is to be expected unless the 
Soviet delegates are authorised to adopt & 
more reasonable line. 


The French Crisis. 


The French crisis in diplomatic circles 
here is regarded as being a very serious 
one, which may lead to grave conse- 
quences. M. Herriot may not be fully 
in sympathy with the desire of his 
followers, that the resignation of the 
President of the Republic should be 
forced, but he. scarcely can help himself. 
The situation is one which has been de- 
veloping since 1912, when M. Poincare 
became President, and showed at once 
that he would use the powers given to the 
head of the State by the French Con- 
stitution to their fullest limit. When the 
time came to elect a new resident M. 
Deschanel was chosen because it was 
thought that he would not prove so 
exigent. He broke down in health, and 
M. Millerand secured election, and, like 
M. Poincaré, he at once began to take 
an active part in politics. He was re- 
ported to be responsible for the downfall 
of M. Briand after the Cannes Conference, 
and he has undoubtedly supported the 
national bloc Government most ardently. 
M. Millerand can order a new dissolution 
of Parliament if he so desires, but it 1s 
thought that he will go on for a few 
weeks and then resign, thus paving the 
way for a Herriot nominee in the person 
of M. Painlevé.

Dublin’s Milk Supply. 

The question of the city’s milk supply 
was discussed yesterday by the Dublin 
Notary Club, and Dr. Joseph W. Bigger, 
Professor of Bacteriology at Dublin 
University, gave some truly terrifying 
particulars about the quality of the milk 
which is supplied to,consumers. He said 
that, as a result of lack of supervision 
and the inadequacy of the law relating 
to. the sale of impure milk, the bacteria 
of typhoid, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
could be carried freely to the ‘breakfast 
tables of ‘the people. Furthermore, the 
whole system. of distribution is un- 
economic, and retail prices in Dublin 
are as high as 2s. 4d. 
whereas contract prices vary between 
1s. 6d. and 1s. 9d. a gallon. In this way 
the farmers are deprived of their due 
profit, and they have no incentive to 
produce clean milk owing to the absence 
of any. system of grading. The Rotary 
Club, in condemning the prevailing 
laxity, was in agreement with the 
criticisms: which were made recently at 
the annua] meeting of ‘the Infant Aid 
Society. A man who does not scruple 
to sell milk that contains an excessive 
quantity of water, or is deficieit in 
fats, hardly can be éxpected to wage war 
on dangerous. bacteria; yet the law, 
as it stands, is powerless to touch the 
seller of dirty milk and can take action 
only in the case of the addition of an 
illegal quantity of water or the abstrac-

PROGRAMME. 


FAR-REACHING 
CHANGES. 


THE POSITION IN 
THE RUHR. 


PARIS, Monday. 
M. Herriot has addressed a letter to M. 
Leon Blume, the leader of the Socialist Party, 
in which he outlines the programme which 


he will submit to the Executive Committee of | 


the Radical and Radical Socialist Party. 

This programme includes, first of all, the 
suppression of the decree laws, the re- 
establishment of the match monopoly, and a 
general amnesty, except for persons ~—- 
military service and those guilty of hig 
treason, These measures, M. Herriot considers, 
could be effected immediately. 

Other steps are the suppression of the 
Embassy at the Vatican, the putting into 
effect of the law regarding religious congrega- 
tions, and the reduction of military service 
by the organisation of the nation for defensive 
purposes, 

With regard to the fiscal measures, the 
programme includes the ruthless suppression 
of all financial frauds, the regulation of income 
tax on a basis designed to furaish the means 
for sound democratic taxation and measures 
to bring about, by a readjustment of direct 
4axation, the lessening of the burdens created 
by the taxes on food, and particularly by the 
tax on business turnovers. 

M. Herriot considers that educational re- 
form is indispensable for the development ‘of 
the people. He wishes to enforce general 
respect for the eight hour day, the law and 
the rights of the trade unions to pursue @ 
policy of loyal collaboration with the Labour 
organisations, to recognise the rights of Civil 
Servants to belong to trade unions, and to 
carry out a number of indispensable reforms 
in the public administrative services. 

With regard to foreign policy, M. Herriot 
has decided to promote the establishment of 
peace in Europe by the promotion of an 
entente among its own people. Such peace, 
he considers, will not be secured until France 
strengthens and extends the role of the League 
of Nations, The Hague Tribunal, and the In- 
ternational Labour Office. He wishes to 
resume normal relations with Russia, and he 
accepts unconditionally the report of the Com- 
mittee of Experts. 

M. Herriot goes on to say :—Our party has 
fought against the policy of isolation, of force 
which has resulted in territorial occupations, 
and the seizure of pledges. Nevertheless, 
in view of the present state of affairs in Ger- 
many which compels not only France, 
but all the peoples in Europe, 
fo guard against any further out- 
breaks of Pan-German Nationalism, our 
Party do not believe in the possibility of 
evacuating tho Ruhr before the safeguards 
laid down by the Experts have been put into 
force. and before tke international régime 
foreshadowed by the Experts has been set up. 

We are also of opinion that, in the interests 
of peace, it will be essential to organise the 
control of disarmament in Germany—at first 
hy common action on t » part of the Allies, 
and as soon ag possible by the agency of the 
league of Nations. We must solve the problem 
of France's security by definite pacts of 
cuarantee drawn up under the authority of 


the Leacue. 
THE SENATE MEETING. 


The Senate will meet formally to-morrow, 
in view of the resignation of M. Poincare. 
To-day the Senate discussed the consequences 
of the resolution passed by the Radical and 
Radical-Socialist groups in the Chamber and 
their meeting yesterday morning. 

It is generally believeu that a rapid solu- 
tion of the political crisis should be arrived 
at without conflict with the Chamber ol 
Deputies. 


SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 


The Socialist Congress this evening ap- 
proved /a resolution -rejecting: participation in 
the Government, under present circumstances. 
The Congress also discussed the question of 
the support for the Radical Government with 
M. Herriot’s programme. 

The Secretary of the party read M. Her- 
riot’s letter explaining the Radical-Socialist 
programme. This was greeted with cheers. 

The Socialist reply was entrusted to the 
Resolutions Committee, and the Congress 
closed. 

After the hearing of the decision of the 
Socialist Party the Executive Committee of 
the Radical and Radical-Socialist Party held 
a meeting at nine o'clock. M. Herriott de- 
clared that agreement on a policy of support 
for the Radical-Socialist Government could 
only be concluded by a definite programme. 
He read the letter that he had sent to M. 
Leon Blume, explaining his policy, and the 
meeting unanimously approved it.—(Reuter.)

IRISH POLITICAL 
SITUATION. - 


DR. DIGNAM’S PROPHECY. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Dignam, the newly- 
appointed Bishop of Clonfert, replying at 
Loughrea on Sunday to á congratulatory 
address from local inn Fein clubs, referred 
io the political situation. 

Some years ago, he said, it was a privilege 
to work for the freedom of the old country, 
such was the unity and harmony that reigned 
in their ranks and such the high ideals that 
actuated their young men, ow, alas! all 
was changed. 

“There is,” he continued, “no unity, no 
peace, no progress, and morally, economically 
and even nationally, we are on an inclined 
plane, slipping gradually but surely into the 
abysmal pit of confusion and disorder. 

Personally, I stand where I stood in 1918, 
and to-day I believe as strongly as I did then 
in the right of Ireland to complete freedom, 
and in the efficacy of the means then adopted 
to secure that right. I have not deviated one 
half-inch from the stand I took up then; but 
as a democrat I feel bound to obey, and do 
obey, the rule of the m*ority, much as I may 
regret that. i 

The majority did not vote in 1925 as it 
did in 1918. This does not prevent you from 
using moral and peaceful means to persuade 
the people to go back to the position they 
occupied before the Treaty was signed. Let 
us forget and forgive. It is no good going 
back on the past. As far as I can see, no 
one is satisfied with the present position, and 
I predict that the. Republican Party 18 cer- 
tain to be returned to power in a short time. 
. Prepare for that day and do your best for 
its quick approach, while in the meantime 
you obey the laws of the Free State and 
subordinate your political to the national in- 
tersets.

Up to midnight last night the city streets 
were gay with festivities, in which 15,000 
enthusiastic Monarchists took part in cele- 
bration of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Bavarian Veteran Monarchistic Organisation. 

The Crown Prince Rupprecht and the 
Crown Princess were hailed as the King and 
Queen of Bavaria and were the object of 
much homage by the assembled thousands. 

Historical processions, displaying genuine 
historical costumes of Bavarian soldiers 
during the past six centuries, proceeded 
through the streets ofthe city all day and 
night, and thousands of Monarchists besieged 
the Palace of the Crown Prince Rupprecht, 
singing “ Deutschiand uber Alles.’’—(Reuter.) 


DUBLIN DISEASE- 
LADEN MILK. 


Alarming facts in connection with Dublin’s 
milk supply were disclosed in the course of 
a discussion at a meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday. They may be sum- 
marised briefly thus:—The milk supplied to 
the Dublin consumer is—with rare excep- 
tions—dirty and heavily charged with disease 
germs; the consumer pays an exorbitant 
price, while the farmer, whose cows produce 
the milk, gets only a paltry return; the price 
is controlled by middlemen, who constantly 
operate to keep the retail price at the highest 
possible level.: 

Dr. Joseph W. Bigger, Professor of Bac- 
teriology at Dublin University, initiated the 
discussion. While the retail price of milk 
to the consumer in Dubjin was 2s. 4d. a 
allon, he said, contr prices varied from 
s. 6d. to 1s. 9d. a gallon. The farmer got 
only a small part of the price, the greater 
| part .of which went to the series of middle- 


* men whointervened between him and the 


consumer. Rings, formal and informal, con- 

trolled the price of milk so as to keep it at 

the highest possible level. : 
UNECONOMIC DISTRIBUTION. 

Milk was distributed in a most uneconomic 
fashion. In one street one could see de- 
liveries being made by from four to ten 
milkmen. A more economic arrangement 
would enable the price to be reduced. The 
best plan, Dr. Bigger thought, would be to 
have a co-operative system under which 
farmers in a particular district would pool 
their milk and serve one area. 

Dr. Bigger condemned the present method 
of carrying milk in churns more or less ex- 
posed to dust and heat, and delivering it in 
open measures. 

Having explained briefly the nature of 
bacteria, Dr. Bigger said that the bacteria 
in milk might be those of some disease from 
which the milkman or someone handling the 
milk suffered—perhaps typhoid, diphtheria, 
or scarlet fever—or they might be those 
found in diseases of the cow, chief among 
which was tuberculosis. These latter bac- 
teria were responsible for the prevalence of 
surgical tuberculosis to which the number of 


Again, the bacteria might be simply dirt 
bacteria, such as caused the excessive mor- 
tality from infantile diarrhea in Dublin 
every summer. 

Dirt was to be found on the cow, on the 
milker’s hands, and on the vessels through 
which the milk passed in the course of 
handling and delivery. An empty milk churn 
examined by him contained 295,000,000 bac- 
teria. 

Dr. Bigger referred also to the lack of pro- 
vision fo~ cooling milk—a necessary pro- 
vision in view of the rapid increase of bac- 
teria in warm milk. 

CONTAMINATION PREVENTABLE. 

Following the course of milk from the cow 
to a Dublin hospital, he had found 7,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimetre in the milk 
as it left the cow, 29,000 when in the churn, 
220,000 before it left the dairy, and 400,000 
when it reached the hospital. Such con- 
tamination could largely m prevented. By 
supervision for a few hours and the expendi- 
ture of half a crown he had on one farm in- 
creased the period during which the milk re- 
mained fresh from 60 to 185 hours. 

VIEWS OF SIR JAMES CRAIG, M.D. 

Sir James Craig, M.D., who followed, first 
dealt with the value of milk as a food, recom- 
mending buttermilk as containing important 
elements of food value in a form digestible 
because of the smaller fat constituent. 

As to the milk situation in Dublin, he 
uoted the evidence given before the Food 
acon te sal which showed, he said, that the 
costs of distribution were excessive. He would 
like to see the farmer getting a better price 
and being encouraged to produce better milk. 

Mr. Edmond Lupton, K.C., said that wher 
the Dublin niagistrates began to impose heavy 
fines for milk adulteration the late Sir Charles 
Cameron wrote that the result of the fines 
was that the cows of Dublin were giving 
better milk. (Laughter.) 

He favoured a system of licensing for milk 
sellers, with the penalty of loss of licence after 
repeated convictions. Fines did not deter the 
person who regularly profited by adulteration, 
and under the present system fines sufficiently 
heavy to be deterrent would only lead to an 
outcry against the magistrates who imposed 


them.

REPORT OF SENATE 
COMMITTEE. 


GRANT T0 B.LA.. 
‘RECOMMENDED.

Of considerable importance is the report: of 
the Committee appointed by the Free State 
Senate to prepare a scheme for the ‘editing 
and publication of MSS. in the Irish language, 
for the scientific investigation of the living 
dialects, and for the compiling and publish- 
ing of an adequate dictionary of the older 


gcu 

e Committee was established by a resolu- 
tion of the Senate in April last, and consisted 
‘of Senators VW. B. Yeats, Mrs. Stopford 
Green, Mrs. Costelloe, and Edward 
MacLysaght. In its report, which was pub- 
lished yesterday, the Committee says :— 

“For the first time in many centuries our 
country, free and independent, is charged 
with the pious duty of preserving and making 
accessible to Irishmen the mass of learning 
and tradition which forms the basis of our 
national history—a body of manuscript tradi- 
tion bequeathed to us by a noble succession 
of scholars and scribes throughout a thousand 
ears of labour. and further enriched by folk- 
ore, folk-song and music, and the important 
study of topography. It is well known that 
the British Government did, in fact, by its 
olitical and administrative policy through a 
long course of centuries, make wreckage of 
Irish" learning and language. But we are 
bound to remember that in our own time 
among the rulers there were men who did 
not remain deaf to claims of scholarship. 

“We may recall the valuable services 
rerdered from time to time by enlightened 
svatesmen in funds allotted to such works 
as the Irish volumes of the ‘ Rolls Series,’ the 
‘Historical Manuscripts’ Commission,’ the 
‘Ancient Laws of Ireland,’ published by the 
Government under direction of the Commis- 
sioners; the ‘ Ulster Annals,’ which it pub- 
lished under direction of the Royal Irish 
Academy. , . . A grant in aid to the 
Academy was employed to issue the Todd 
Lectures, Facsimiles, etc. For some years 
a grant was also given to the School of Irish 
at 6 founded by Dr. Kuno Meyer, £700 
in all. 

“These are a few illustrations of obliga- 
tions to the country recognised by a British 
Administration. We claim that the Irish 
nation should fare no worse under a. home 
Government, when it depends on its own 
honour, its own patriotism and resources, to 
complete the task of research, to preserve for 
future generations all that bas been or can 
be saved of older learning, and to secure to 
the people of Ireland their full national tradi- 
tion. 

“We may observe that the present moment 
is unusually favourable for reviving and en- 
larging the study of old Irish law and govern- 
ment even beyond the bounds of this country ; 
since the important research work of Pro- 
fessor MacNeill is rousing among foremost 
Continental scholars a new interest not only 
in questions of language, but of the study 
of comparative law. By judicious use of its 
scholars and its means Ireland may take the 
lead in a new historic movement. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS, 

“ Your Committee, in the course of inquiry, 
has interviewed many witnesses of the most 
diverse , wra and opinions. We have en- 
deavou to find out the points on which 
there is practically unanimous opinion, and 
to advise measures which are of urgent neces- 
sity, and promise useful results under condi- 
tions of sound administration and sympathetic 
aid. We, therefore, recommend the following 
suggestions as a basis for any scheme of 
financial assistance :— 

“ (1) The editing and publishing of impor- 
tant texts, both of the early and the classical 
sos and of modern times, considering Írish 
iterature as forming one indivisible whole. 
This work would involve grants in aid of 
publication to competent scholars. 

“ (2) Publication of photographic facsimiles 
of important Codexes se the latest, scientafic 
processes. This is most essential for purposes 
of study. A grant to aid in the production of 
such a facsimile might be given to a learned 
body outside Ireland—for example, to the Ox- 
ford Press for the publication of MS. Laud 

“ (3) The dictionary of Old Irish in course 
of preparation by the: Royal Irish Academy 
under the editorship of Dr. Bergin—a work of 
enormous labour and difficulty—should re- 
ceive further aid.. Its progress must be slow, 
as the meaning and use of old Irish words can 
only be determined when more texts are made 
available by editors and photographers for the 
work of the dictionary. At present three 
workers are employed, necessarily on half-time 
which is as much as the excessive strain of 
the task will allow. The number of workers 
might be increased to six—all on half-time. 

“ (4) The publication of Catalogues of MSS. 
is of great importance for students. —Cata- 
logues should be compiled not only for the 
Royal Irish Academy, but for collections else- 
where, as, for example, in the Franciscan 
Convent and the King’s Inns, the National 
Library, and many others in Ireland or out- 
side. We suggest that the dictionary workers, 
‘and others, now employed at half-time might 
most profitably also serve in this task of cata- 
loguing. | 

“*(5) Investigation of living dialects. ‘This 
work is of immense importance when dialects 
are rapidly dying out. It has-been done in 
| patches of the Irish-speaking regions, but a 
systematic study is in fact essential, and the 
work cunnot be relegated to volunteers. Re- 
search should be endowed. For example, a 
grant to a trained ‘ phonetist’ would be of 
the utmost value, with aid in the publication 
of his results. It is unnecessary to add how 
great would be the stimulus given by such 
training to local workers in Gaelic-speaking 
regions. 

‘ (6) Folk-lore, songs, and traditions can- 
not be neglected. The best aid would be a 
grant towards publication of work done, as, 
for example, a grant to the Irish Folk-Song 
Society in aid of publishing work submitted 
by the Society and approved. 

“ (7) The Academy has drawn attention to 
two other needs of a pressing character: a 
survey of the antiquities of the country such 
as is at present being carried out by Commis- 
sions in England, Wales, and Scotland. In 
this connection it remarks that the measure- 
ments and plans of earthworks of different 
types and surveys of cairns already published 
by the Academy would serve. as a nucleus for 
this undertaking. The work might be very 
gradually carried out, district by district. 

“Excavations should also be conducted 
under scientific direction of the more impor- 
tant archwological sites, to determine their 
age, significance, and historica] associations. 

ALLOCATION OF GRANTS. 

The Committee goes on to express the view 
that all grants should be allocated by an 
authoritative body, including trained Irish 
scholars animated with the desire to en- 
courage students by the assurance of means 
of publication of their work. In the opinion 
of the Committee, the body. marked out for 
the development of Irish studies and for the 
allocation of those grants, is the Royal Irish 
APH go which has now incorporated the 
“School of Irish Learning.” 

The report goes on:—* The Academy was 
founded to encourage learning in a wide range 
of sciences in which is has earned distinction. 
It has also charge of linguistics and arehzo- 
logy, and Irish research has long been a 
notable part of its ‘business. Since it has 
no special funds for archsological work, 
apart from occasional grants, its resources 
Lave been spent dn publication, The Go- 
vernment grant is £1,600, and £885 comes 
from members’ subscriptions and other 
sources. On a total income of £2,485—with 
establishment charges of £1,050—the Academy 
shows an admirable record of careful ad- 
ministration. It must be remembered that 
the benefits it contributes to Irish learning 
include a library rich in Irish books, to which 
the public have admission; a valuable collec-

CONCERN IN TURKEY.

| CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

The Councils of the Commissars which 
assembled at Angora yesterday held a six 
hours’ discussion on the critical situation 
which has arisen between Turkey and Italy. 
Some days ago the Angora newspapers be- 
came gravely excited over reports of the 
concentration of Italian troops in Sicily, and 

esterday the newspapers appeared with 
Éad such as “' Italian Military Prepara- 
tions’’ and “Italian Activity at Rhodes.”’ 

The Turkish representative at Rome has 
been instructed by the Cabinet to ask the 
Italian Government for an explanation of 
the alleged concentration of troops, while 
the military authorities at Smyrna have been 
ordered to take all necessary precautionary 
measures. 

According to the Press the Turkish Govern- 
ment is not satisfied with the explanation of 
the Italian Chargé d’Affaires at Constanti- 
nople that the few Italian soldiers which had 
been landed at Rhodes had arrived for the 
purpose of celebrating the anniversary of 
the annexation of the Dodecanese.—(Reuter.) 


CIVIC GOVERNMENT 
IN DUBLIN. 


COMMISSION OF INQUIRY 
SUGGESTED. . 


——-Ó€———- 


In connection with the second reading oí 
the Local Government Bill, the following 
memorandum has been sent, to members of the 
Dail, outlining the case which has been 
urged by the Greater Dublin Reconstruction 
Movement in support of the proposal for the 
appointment of a Special Commission of In- 
quiry in regard to the reorganisation of civic 
vovernment in Dublin :— 

“The case for inquiry by a Special Com- 
mission into local government in the City and 
County of Dublin is not that Dublin should 
have preferential treatment over any other 
portion of the Saorstat. The problem of 
‘Greater Dublin’ is of national importance 
and peculiar difficulty, for the following 
reasons — . 

“(1) The population of the metropolitan 
county is, approximately, 90 per cet. urban 
and 10 per cent. rural. —In other counties 
these proportions are reversed, 

““(2) The necessity for recasting the re- 
lationship. between the City of Dublin and its 
outlying townships and rural districts has for 
many years been regarded as a matter of 
peculiar urgency. Other cities in the Saorstat 
may require a re-adjustment of their boun- 
daries. None, however, have reconstruction 
problems even approximating in their com- 
plexity or importance to those of Dublin. 

“s (6; Before any attempt 1s made to trans- 
fer portions of the surrounding rural districts 
to the new area of municipal administra- 
tion it is necessary to consider—(a) the form 
of municipal administration to be adopted— 
whether by a wide extension of the present 
city; by a federal union of existing authori- 
ties on the model of the London County 
Council; by irtroducing elements of State 
control, as in Washington; or otherwise; (b) 
when these questions of principle have been 
determined, to what extent, having regard to 
modern transport developments and _ town- 
planning considerations, existing rural areas 
should be brought within the area of muni- 
cipal administration; (c) what is to be the 
relationship between the new municipal ad- 
ministration, Government departments, the 
Port and Docks Board, and such public 
utility services as railway, tramway, and 
power and lighting undertakings? 

‘* (4) Having regard to the very wide and 
vital issues thus involved. (and to the 
consequent impossibility of defining the area 
or constitution of a new County Council until 
they have been examined), it is urged that the 
whole problem of administration in the 
Metropolitan City and County should now 
be referred to a Special Commission for in- 
quiry and report. 

"" (5) Such a Commission should, it is sub- 
mitted, have very wide terms of reference, 
and be authorised to examine the latest de- 
velopments in the government of American 
and Continental cities. 

“ (6) This proposal seems to be in full 
accord with the President’s suggestion that 
certain issues raised in the present Local 
Government Bill should be examined by a 
Commission. It is, however, respectfully 
submitted that the body to consider the 
Dublin problem should be specially selected 
for that purpose and enabled to devote its 
attention exclusively to its solution.”

courses b ofessors invited to lecture from 
England, baosad, Germany, Denmark, and 
Norway, and studenta were attracted from 
oversea by the remarkable training thus 
offered. Travelling scholarships were also 
given by the School with excellent results.

The School also published 
text-books on Old and Modern Irish, which 
are now used by scholars in every country. 

“Tt was felt desirable at this time to 
unite forces working for Irish scholarship, so 
as to avoid all overlapping of effort, all con- 
ceivable competition in publications, and all 
unnecessary doubling of rent and services. 
An amicable arrangement has, therefore, 
been made by which the School of Irish Learn- 
ing has been incorporated in the Academy, and 
so far as Irish studies are concerned Wrw 
remaing the common journal, the representa- 
tive work of the united body. 

“Your Committee, therefore, after careful 
consideration, recommend that the auhorita- 
tive financial control of - grant allotted 
the Government should be placed in the 
Academy whose Irish “Committee is fully 
qualified, trained in this special work, 
generous in outlook, and easy of access to all. 

“ We believe that additional funds allotted 
to it by the Government will be nt not 
only with a due sense of stewardship, but 
with an earnest desire to advance the cause of 
Irish learning, and ‘to complete the national 
work of restoring to the Irish people their in- 
herited tradition both of ancient and of later 
times. | 

“ We fully realise the overwhelming claims 
on the Government in these times. On the 
other hand we feel it to be of great import- 
ance that some earnest should at once. be 
given of its sympathy with the national 
desire to renew ard broaden its historical 
tradition and faith. We, therefore, recom- 
mend that an additional annual grant be 
given to the Academy, and especially ear- 
marked for the disposal of the Committee of 
Irish Studies on the lines indicated in this 
report. In the existing state of our national 
finances we do not name a definite sum, but 
we urge that as liberal a t as ible 
should be given immediately, and that the 
Government should bear in mind that as soon 
as our financial -position allows not less than

THE IRISH BOUNDARY. 


Although no official announcement, states 
The Times, has been made regarding the 
conference which Mr. Macdonald had at 
Chequers on Saturday with Sir James Craig 
and Mr. Cosgrave, it is understood that, to 
some extent at ledst, the purpose which the 
Prime Minister had in view in arranging the 
conference was achieved.

AN OBSCURE SITUATION. 


In a message from Paris last night The 
Times Correspondent states :—In the present 
obscure situation all that is certain is that 
307 deputies out of a Chamber nominally cqn- 
taining 584, yesterday passed a resolution to 
the effect that ‘‘ M. Millerand must go.” The 
corresponding portion. of the Senate, which 
includes more than half of that body, does 
not meet until to-morrow afternoon. But 
whatever may be the result of its meetiric, 
and of the meeting of the Socialist Congress, 
which is still sitting, no particular move seejns 
possible until the Chamber is formally cqn- 
stituted and its President has been elected, 
and this may possibly not be until Thursday. 

The normal length of a normal “ crisis ” in 
France is about ten days, but the present 
‘“‘ crisis’? is abnormal. M. Herriot has, jn- 
deed, reserved his liberty of action, which 
merely means that if President Millerand 
sends for him, and if, which is the necessary 
preliminary, he has succeeded in coming /to 
terms with the Socialists, he is free to form a 
Government—with the practical certainty that 
it cannot last long. But the situation, already 
difficult enough in the Parliamentary sense, 1s 
desperately complicated by the “ push ”’ 
against the Chief of the State. It is, indeed, 
calculated to alarm all those who have 
hitherto regarded the Constitution as some- 
thing which means what it says, and also/as 
something which is not open to irregular 
assault by any Party which happens to have 
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been victorious at the polls.

PENSIONERS IN FREE STATE. 


Mr. Roberts writes, in reply to Mr. Becker, 
in the House of Commons, that the number of 
individual pensioners—men, widows, and de- 
pendents—in Ireland is approximately 73,300 ; 
including wives and children the total num- 
ber of beneficiaries is 140,000. 10,550 of the 
men’s pensions paid are permanent, and there 
are, in addition, 4,750 final weekly allowances 
in payment. The average administration 
cost per head of the pensioners resident in 
the area covered by the Dublin Area Office 
was not available. This area included the 
Counties of Dublin, Louth, Monaghan, Cavan, 
Donegal, Meath, Kildare, Queen's County, 
King’s County, and Wicklow.

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PUBLIC WORSHIP 


ARCHBISHOP AND 
SUNDAY OBSERVANCE, 


THE LICENSING BILL. 
SUPPORT FOR THE 
GOVERNMENT.

The importance of public worship and of 
the observance of Sunday was urged by 
the Archbishop of Dublin when presiding at 
the annual meeting of the Dublin Diocesan 
Synod, which was held in the Synod Hall, 
Christchurch place, Dublin, yesterday. There 
was a very good attendance of both clergy 
and laity at the meeting. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral was 
elected honorary clerical secretary to the 
Synod, and Mr. J. A. Maconchy was elected 
Man lay secretary. 

The President appointed Lord Glenavy as 
assessor. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The President, who was very cordially re- 
ceived, welcomed once more the members of 
the Synod to the annual meeting. Having 
reminded his hearers of the matters for which 
the Diocesan Synod provides, he expressed 
the hope that they would not allow them- 
selves to feel that their work in the Synod 
was purely secular and unimportant. 

The provision of facilities for public worship 
was a matter of vital importance. The State 
was composed of individuals, and the char. 
acter of the State would, in large measure,, 
be determined by the character and outlook 
of the individuals who composed it. And 
character and outlook in the case of in- 
dividuals were very largely determined by 
their religion. The State was the practical 
expression and material reflection of the re- 
ligion of its citizens. What their religion 
was making of them came out in their political 
and civic behaviour. If it was denied that 
this is so, then he replied: “Of what good is 
religion if it does not, if it is not meant to 
influence and mould conduct in every depart- 
ment of life, even, or might we not say es- 
pecially, the political?’ True religion sup- 
plied good motives, checked wrong motives, 
encouraged sense of responsibility to God for 
our actions, and he would deserve ill of his 
country who claimed to keep such moral con- 
siderations out of his view as a citizen. He 
did not |hesitate to call upon the members of 
that Synod to do all that lay in them to 
uphold the public observance of religion, as a 
matter of solemn national, as well as personal, 
urgency. . 


PUBLIC OBSERVANCE OF 

| RELIGION. 

“Do not think,” said the “ President, 
“when I say that that I am merely urgin 
upon you the practice of church-going. | 
have in mind particularly the religion which 
binds the inner man and quickens and fortifies 
us within. But for all that, I emphasise the 
duty of public observance of religion. Be- 
cause such is our human nature in its social 
inter-relations that we cannot neglect the ex- 
ternal and social obligations without deep in- 
ward personal loss. Public worship expresses 
the sense of fellowship with his neighbour be- 
fore God, without which a man is only an 
impoverished and attenuated ghost of his 
true self. From public worship there flows 
to a man that sense of community of life and 
purpose and need, which does more than he 
knows to protect him 
selfishness within himself, 

The question of public worship, continued 
the President, was very closely bound up 
with that of Sunday observance. He was 
persuaded that the observance of the Lord’s 

ay was of vital importance to our com- 
munity. How should Sunday be kept? An 
idle Sunday, a comatose Sunday, was a very 
different thing from a holy Sunday. To do 
no work on Sunday was by no means neces- 
ws. Ben keep the Lord’s Day. A very large 
number of people observed the weekly day of 
rest who never thought of it as a day of worship, 
But, however that might be, it was, without 
doubt, a matter of human welfare that Sun- 
day should be observed as a non-working day. 
It was a blessed day of release for tired brain 
and body, 


A CHURCH PROBLEM. 


And yet the problem before the Church 
was how Sunday might be turned to the 
best account for men and women, who had 
not merely bodies and minds, but characters 
and immortal souls, To him the problem 
was in a very large measure one touching 
human personality. Sunday was particulayly 
the day for the spiritual, the ideal side ‘of 
life, and of that side of life worship was 
undoubtedly the crown. Sunday best served 
the cause of our highest manhood when it 
was made a day of the satisfaction of our 
higher faculties. It might be often the 
body’s best rest to cease from work, but the 
spirit’s rest was unimpeded activity. Man's 
spirit so dominated his being that. if his spirit 
was refreshed his whole manhood was 
quickened, 

For a great many of our people, and espe- 
cially for many of the younger generation— 
and not least for those who come from re- 
ligious homes—Sunday was not a happy day: 
it was a day of unwelcome restraint. It 
was a dies non, a day of not doing things, 
a negative occasion, when, it ought to be 
richly positive. This was where wise think- 
ing was called for on the part of Christian 
people. Sunday would be happy only when 
it was occupied and interesting. At the 
same time the Church cannot rest in the 
notion of Sunday as a day of undisguised 
pleasure-seeking, provided that a tiny tribute 
had been paid to God by attendance at a 
short Service. Something more was wanted 
than that Sunday should be merely occupied 
and bright. There was the claim of our 
higher manhood and womanhood. Man can- 
not live by bread alone. The Church was 
here to lead men in the way everlasting; to 
persuade them that they are set here to grow 
in spirit. So she must stand for the best 
-use of Sunday. However much she may ad- 
mit that there are differences of spiritual 
level and that allowance must be made for 
the immature, she must hold up this prin- 
ciple—viz., “ The most interesting occupation 
for spiritual beings, and the one that will 
give them most real happiness in increasing 
measure as life advances, is that which draws 
out their inner faculties.”” And experience 
will teach that accordingly Sunday is spent 
in the best and happiest way when it lifts 
our manhood highest. | 


BAGGOT STREET CHURCH. 


Since their last meeting, the Archbishop 
continued, the trustees of the Female Pen- 
tentiary in Baggot street decided to close the 
church attached to the institution. It seemed 
anomalous that a church which served the 
parish church of a parochial area of ccn- 
siderable size should be able to be closed by 
trustees acting independently of the parish 
and the diocese. But such was the lezal 
position, and notice was given that the 
church would be closed on June 30, 1923. 
They had to thank the trustees for. giving 
the parishioners a respite of six months, with 
a view to enabling them to ascertain if the 
church could be maintained on the ordinary 
parochial lines. The most careful inquiries 
were instituted by direction of the Diocesan 
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Council, but without success, and the church 
was closed finally as a place of worship on 
December 31st, 1923, and the scheme of verr:- 
torial distribution, whereby the parish was 
divided between St. Stephen's, St. Bartholo- 
mew’'s, and Christ Church, Leeson Park, came 
into force. Many of them would regret the 
disappearance of this old-established focus of 
Church life, but he could say without fear c« 
contradiction that every opportunity was 
given to those interested to preserve its con- 
tinuity of worship, but the efforts of its well- 
wishers proved unavailing. 

The closing of the church left a valuable 
property to be disposed of, and it was felt 
that perhaps the opportunity had at last 
arrived for the establishment of a Diocesan 
Hall in the church ‘building. The Church of 
Ireland owed it to the friendly action of the 
Master of the Rolls that the trustees were 
authorised to give the first refusal of the 
church buildings to the Representative Body. 
After very serious consideration the Diocesan 
Council decided that the opportunity was one 
which should be seized. 2 offer was made 
to the trustees, and was in due course ac- 
cepted and confirmed by the Commissioners 
of Charitable Donations and Bequests. It 
would be a very great disappointment to him 
f the diocese did not within a very short 
time provide the entire purchase money by 
eans of voluntary contributions,

ABOLITION OF DISTRICT 
COUNCILS, 

TO THD EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—During the debate on the Local 
Government Bill, Mr. Egan stated that 
‘there are at present over 3,000 District 
Councillors, with staffs of over 4,000, in the 
Free State,” and argued that the District 
Councils should be abolished and the mem- 
bers take no further interest in civic life. 
This is against all the principles of demo- 
cracy, which endeavours to awaken a proper 
and beneficial interest in all civic administra- 
tion. If this principle were acted on, it 
would account for the lethargy and want of 
interest so much complained of in local and 
Parliamentary elections. 
Further, he states that the staffs number 
4,000. This is interesting to me. I am a 
member of a District Council, with a valua- 
tion of £85,000. The staff consists of five 
medical officers of health, five sanitary sub- 
officers, an engineer, a solicitor, elerk and 
assistant—total, fourteen. The Local Govern- 
ment, in their return, put down the number 
as forty-three. This is managed as follows :— 
Every sanitary sub-officer acts as 
dairy inspector and rent collector. 
There are five sanitary sub-officers in my 
district, hut the five are returned as 
fifteen, the positions of sanitary sub-officer 
and dairy inspector (for which an inclusive 
salary of £10 a year is paid) and rent collec- 
tor being counted as a separate office. 
Again, there are twenty-six burial grounds in 
the rural district, and every burial ground 
has a caretaker who keeps the key and is 
paid £1 a year for his services, These 
twenty-six caretakers are included in the re- 
turn of officers, so that the number of officers is 
increased from fourteen to forty-three, and the 
public are led to believe that there will be a 
reduction in the staff if the Councils are 
abolished. But still there will be burial 
grounds, rent of cottages to be collected, and 
h more numerous staff for the host of

SOLICITO@S AND PENSIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—The question raised by ‘ Solicitor ” 
in his letter in your issue of the 31st May 
Is an important question of principle extend- 
ing far beyond the particular matter involved. 
The Local Government Act, 1919, gave solici- 
tors for District Councils a right to a pension. 
This was a legal right. The present Local 
Government Bill proposes to abolish that legal 
right without compensation. That is. con- 
fiscation pure and simple. It is not a ques- 
tion whether District Councils’ solicitors had 
more or less claim to get this legal right than 
dispensary doétors or other officials, as 
‘‘ Solicitor ” seems to think. The point is 
that they got it, and to deprive an official ov 
a pension to which he.is entitled by law is. 
I venture to think, an unheard of thing and 
a gross injustice. 

Legally, the statutes giving civil servants 
of everv kind pensions could be repealed and 
all civil servants could be deprived of their 
pensions; but what security for anyone could 
there be in a State where such things could 
even be thought of as possible? The pro- 
posed enactment differs onlv in degree, but 
not in principle. from a hill proposing to 
avolish all pensions, and threatens the 
security of every one entitled to a pension 
or to anv legal right) of any kind against the

GRAVE SITUATION, 
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TEACHERS SUGGEST THE 
REMEDY,

A coníerence of the various educational as- 
gociations connected with Intermediate educa- 
tion—the Catholic Head Masters”, Associa- 
tion, the Protestant Schoolmasters’ Associa- 
tion. the Christian Brothers’ Education Com- 
mittee, and the Association of Secondary 
Teachers—was held. on May Ist, and the two 
following resolutions were passed :— 

“ (1) That this conference, representative 
of all the Associations connected with secon- 
dary education, demands, as emphatically as 
possible, thet the imtfodtction, as dem 


August, 1924, of the new programme for 


| secondary schools be accompanied by satis- 


factory schemes of salary scales and of pen- 
sions for secondary teachers, and adequate 
capitation grants to secondary schools, and 
chat the Minister of Education be requested 
io receive a deputation representative of this 
Joint Conference, in order to press upon him 
the urgency of this reselution. 

(2) That, in view of the reports of pre- 
vious Government ‘inquiries into the financial 
state of Irish secondary education, we desire 
io convey to the Minister of Finance 
our deep disappointment at his de- 
cision not to place on the 
Estimates for 1924-5 a grant sufficient to 
meet the urgent needs of secondary education, 
and that we respectfully request him to give 
us an opportunity of urging on him the im- 
portance of taking instant measures to remedy 
conditions that are almost intolerable, and 
gravely injurious to the best interests’ of 
lrish education.’’ 


STATEMENT. 


The Minister of Educatidn, with the Secre- 
tary and Deputy-Secretary to the Ministry, 
received a deputation from the conference on 
Tuesday, May 20th. The following. statement 
was submitted: to him; and he gave to it a 
very sympathetic reply :— 

“ In the resolution which we forwarded to 
you we said that we wished to express our 
opinion ‘as emphatically as possible,’ and, 
while we desjre to thank you most sincerely 
for receiving us this afternoon, our excuse for 
trespassing upon your time is that, as 
teachers ourselves, and as representing the 
various associations of teachers connected 
with Intermediate education in the Free 
State, we feel strongly that our resolution ex- 
presses a vital need of Irish education at the 
present moment. We welcome the intention 
of the Government to introduce into our 
schools a new system of education, with. a 
fresher and freer atmosphere; but our point 
of view is that such a system will be severely 
handicapped at the start, unless accompanied 
by adequate financial provision at the com- 
mencement; and to introduce it now, with 
merely a promise of improved fimancial condi- 
tions for the schools and the teachers at some 
later date, wil] be to condemn your reforms 
to futility from the outset. For it is the 
spirit that quickeneth, and not the. letter. 
Your new syllabus on paper may. be excellent 
but the spirit which is‘to give it life is in the 
rte ee his personality, Unless the 
teacher puts his soul int the 
is Ksgrsssrgan beforehand. ei bear ts 

" We are speaking plainly. The positi 
the teacher, as regards sa Ea oem of 
increase and pension, and the finances of 
the schools generally, have for’ a long time 
been unsatisfactory, and they continue to be 
so. They will go on being so until the re 
forms which we suggest in dur resolutions are 
carried into effect. We suggest satisfactory 
schemes of salary scales ra. ells eae and 
adequate capitation grants; and there is at 
the present time no other practical solution of 
the question of school finance. ‘Apart from 
the recasting of the school syllabus and the 
school examinations, these reforms are urgent 
and until they are settled, no real educational 
progress is possible. 

SALIENT FACTS. 


This position which we are taking up has, 


indeed, now become so axiomatic that it hardly. 


requires argument, but we venture to point 
out a few facts in its support :— 

(1.) First of all, the grants to schools are 
less for each recognised pupil now than they 
were ten years ago. In 1913 (the first year 
aftér the abolition of the preparatory grade 
examinations) the grant awarded for each 
pupil that passed the examinations varied from 
£8 7s, 6d. for a junior grade pass to £22 
12s. ód. for a senior grade pass with honours. 
In 1925 the figures were £4 6s. 8d: for a 
junior grade pass, and £14 12s,. 6d. for a 
senior grade pass with honours; a difference of 
£4 less for a junior grade pass and £8 less 
for a senior grade pass with honours. In 
1915 there was, it is true, no capitation or 
Duke grant, but as this las year only 
‘amounted to less than £2 per ‘head, it clearly 
does not make up the fiers. The de- 
crease in the amount is, of course, accounted 
for by the large. increase in the number of 
recognised pupils, while the grants remain 
stationary. In 1913 the number of can- 
didates examined by the Intermediate Board 
for the whole of Ireland was 9,706, and the 
number which passed 5,396; in 1325 the cor- 
responding figures for the Free State only 
were almost identical—viz., 9,230 examined, 
and 5,428 passed. Is it. any wonder that, 
with the great increase in expenses, of every 
kind in recent years, the intermediate schools, 
in spite of increased fees, are not able to pay 
their way? 

‘“ (2.) Secondly, before the war the salaries 
of our intermediate teachers were admittedly 
quite inadequate. They had, indeed, become 
such a scandal that in the autumn of 1918 the 
Viceregal Committee was appointed, with Lord 
Chief Justice Molony as Chairman. The 
main purpose of this committee was to ‘ in- 
quire and report as to any improvements which 
may appear desirable to be made in the con- 
dition of service and in the methods of re- 
muneration of teathers in intermediate schools 
in. Ireland.’ The Committee, whose con- 
clusions were accepted by the then Govern- 
ment, in reporting on the principal defects of 
the system, put first ‘the great and urgent 
need of improvement in the ‘sajaries and 
security of tenure of intermediate teachers, 
and the necessity for the provision of pen- 
sions.’ (s 125). Appendix V1. showed that 
the average annual salary for the year 1917- 
18, after the payment to the schodls of the 
Duke grant, was £147 for male lay assistant 
teachers, and £100 for female lay assistants. 
‘The only remedy,’ says the report, ‘is the 
adoption of a suitable scale of salaries, and 
this is imperative’ ‘(s 64). In.s 121, after 
enumerating other desirable changes, it adds: 
‘But such reforms as these would be ham- 
pered at every turn by the want.of adeqnate 
salaries for the ‘teachers, and would, in the 
end, prove unavailing and. disappointing.’ 

SCHOOL FINANCES. 

*(3.) Again, the war naa an iifluence very 
detrimental to the finances of the schools and 
to the salaries of the teachers. The only 
help which the schools had in facing the un- 
axampled rise in prices was the totally in- 
sufficient help provided by increase in fees. 
They had no help from the Government, such 
as was given to other departments of educa- 
tion. ‘The teachers of Irish intermediate 
schools were,. in fact, the only teachers in the

With a match apiece in the singles of the second 
round of the Davis Cup Great Britain and Spain 
fought out the doubles yesterday at Edgbaston, 
Birmingham.
